H ackney schools 
and colleges have 
been celebrating 
top A level grades, 
as record results were 
announced nationwide. 

Some of the borough’s 
young people equalled, or 
bettered, last year’s results, 
with a number of students 
achieving the newly 
introduced A* grade. 

Standout individual 
performances included 
Allum Bokhari of BSix 


College, E5, who achieved 
triple A* grades. The 
college described its results 
as continuing an ‘excellent 
run’ with a 100 per cent 
pass rate on 14 of BSix’s 
A level courses. 

Six students at Our 
Lady’s Convent High 
School, N16, got A* 
grades, and 83 per cent 
received A-C passes. 

Head teacher, Jane Grey, 
said: “We are very pleased 
that our hard-working 
students, supported by 
equally dedicated staff, 
have achieved such 
outstanding results.” 

It was only the second 


year that Clapton Girls’ 
Technology College 
students sat A levels, 
but four students still 
achieved A*s. 

Head Cheryl Day said: 
“The results are better 
than last year on every 
measure and I cannot 
praise the achievements of 
students highly enough.” 

Stoke Newington 
School and Sixth Form, 
N16, was also delighted 
with its results: 63 per cent 
gaining A-C grades and 
94 per cent passing their 
A levels.

TODAY Hackney Free and Parochial School stands in 
the place of a great tropical rainforest hothouse - 
the centrepiece of Loddiges’ Nursery. 

George Loddiges (1786-1846), pictured left, 
took over the business from his father Conrad 
(cl 738-1 826), pictured below right, and under 
him the nursery flourished to become a 
famous attraction. 

People came to see fascinating imported plants, 
such as azaleas, camellias, and wisteria. 
Although familiar to gardeners 
today, they were then new 
and exotic. 

One such visitor was Charles Darwin, 
who noted in September 1 838 
that he: “Saw in Loddiges’ garden 
1 ,279 varieties of roses!!! Proof of 
capability of variation.” 

It was wound down in the 
1 850s, as the taste for botanical 
plants declined. 

There are also memorials to the family 
in Abney Park Cemetery, and the name 
lives on in Loddiges Street and Loddiges 
House on Frampton Park Estate.

Baroness Margaret Ford, Chair of the Olympic Park Legacy Company, says she’s here to fulfil the legacy promises made by the Government about the London 201 2 Games

ARONESS 
Margaret Ford 
greets me in a light, 
clean, modern 
office with views across 
East London, where she’s 
responsible for driving 
through a sustainable legacy 
from the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Ask how she feels about 
this momentous task and 
her lead role in it and her 
answer is simple. 

She says: “I’m here to 
fulfil the legacy promises 
made by the Government 
that will ensure that, when 
the Games are over, the 
Olympic Park is an asset, 
an attraction, not only to 
people of the East End, and 
not just to London, but to 
the whole of the UK, and to 


tourists. But I really want 
local people to understand 
that the Park will not only 
deliver leisure, but jobs 
as well.” 

This leads me neatly to 
my next question: what is 
Baroness Ford’s vision for 
the media centres, which 
are located in Hackney’s 
part of the Olympic Park, 
and for Hackney Wick, 
which is right next door 
to the site? She pauses for 
a moment then looks me 
squarely in the eye. 

She says: “The Wick has 
a great track record as a 
cluster of creative talent 
and we want to build on 
that, developing the media 
centres to offer high- 
quality jobs in the creative 
industries. 

“There is absolutely no 
distance between the Mayor 
of Hackney’s vision for the 


centres and mine. We are 
completely aligned. And, 
what’s more, we will do 
everything in our power to 
realise this. 

“We’ve spent the last 
nine months reviewing 
the London Development 
Agency’s Legacy 
Masterplan, and in late 
September we plan to 
publish our response to 
the original consultation, 


which so many people took 
part in. 

“But let me say once 
more, a creative village in 
the north west corner of 
the Park is a vision we are 
striving to realise.” 

So, what lessons did 
Baroness Ford learn when 
she took over the legacy of 
the Millennium Dome, now 
better known as the 02? 

She says: “The longer 


the lead time, the better. 

I started working on the 
Dome with only a year to 
sort something out. 

“I’ve come into this role 
with three years to deliver 
on the project. With this 
kind of lead time, we’ll find 
the right use and operator 
for the buildings. I’m 
determined that this time 
next year, we will have 
identified those operators 
and those uses. 

“I want to ensure that, 
when we take potential 
tenants into the Park to 
view the facilities, we take 
them outside too. I would 
like them all to take a walk 
around the Wick, it really 
gives you a feel for the 
talent and vibrancy there.” 

What does Baroness 
Ford think of Hackney 
in general? She says: “It’s 
great, it reminds me a 


lot of my home town of 
Glasgow. It has many 
different pockets, many 
different cultures and 
different settlements. It feels 
old and young at the same 
time. And the people, well 
the people are friendly and 
straightforward, exactly 
like Glasgow.” 

And what would she like 
to do after the 2012 project 
is complete? Something 
completely different, if her 
answer is to be believed. 

“I’d like to present 
Gardener’s World. I hope 
the producer lives in 
Hackney and reads this,” 
she says.

A community orchard in Haggerston Park will offer fresh fruit to all-comers

P LANTING is 
under way for a 
food forest, which 
residents will be able 
to harvest for free. 

The Hackney City Farm 
run project is funded by 
the Council and being 
put into action by teams 
of volunteers, who are 
digging up an acre of land 
at Haggerston Park’s 
easternmost point. 

Fruit trees including 
pears, plums, apples 
and apricots will be 
planted in December. 


At the foot of the trees, 
perennials, including 
raspberries, blackberries, 
rhubarb, currants, mint, 
grapes, horseradish and 
strawberries will be bedded 
in. Experts from the 
London Orchard Project 
have been advising 
on how to 
best use the 
land. 

There 
are also 
plans to 
save strips 
of land for 
grains and root 
vegetables, and 
all plants will be 
grown without the 
use of chemicals. 


The produce grown in 
the food forest will be for 
everyone, but Hackney City 
Farm is particularly keen to 
share it with their younger 
and older neighbours 
from Toucan Nursery and 
Morrell Court Residential 
Care Home. 

Gustavo Montes de 
Oca, of Hackney 
City Farm, said: 
“We want people 
in Hackney to be 
able to forage for 
their own fruit. 
Nothing tastes 
quite like fruit 
that comes 
straight 
off the 
branches 


of a tree. Growing and 
harvesting crops helps 
people feel like a part of 
the changing landscape 
outdoors.” 

Hackney City Farm is 
still looking for volunteers 
to help prepare, plant and 
grow on a regular or one- 
off basis. The project also 
has funding to train up to 
five residents to learn about 
orchard management so 
they can help the food forest 
to thrive.

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Safe homes for 
the sand martins 


BRITISH Waterways has 
created nesting sites for an 
unusual visitor to the River 
Lee, as part of a £400,000 
maintenance project. 

The project, jointly funded 
by the Council and central 
Government, will see the 
up-grading of 1 50 metres of 
towpath and repairs to river 
bank walls -while leaving 
holes in the new brickwork 
to provide nesting sites for 
these rare birds, as well as 
blue tits, wrens, robins or 
even kingfishers. 

The sand martin doesn’t 
build a nest. Instead, it 
excavates holes in sandy 
banks, creating small, busy 
colonies, which means they 
are more likely to be found in 
open river areas where there 
is plenty of sand to burrow 



into. However, a pair of sand 
martins has set up home in 
Hackney this summer, using 
holes along the wall of the 
River Lee Navigation. 

British Waterways’ ecologist, 
LeelaO’Dea, said: “We need 
to undertake some structural 
works on the waterway 
wall. We are using this as 
an opportunity to make sure 
the new wall retains some 
of the features that the sand 
martins seem to like.”

THE crop of paintings created by James Petrucci is 
the product of his time in a Malawian orphanage. 

He took photos to reflect the social conditions the children face 
before committing images to canvas. Expressiveness is clear on the 
faces of his subjects, aided by his artistic style of thick paint layering 
and seemingly uninhibited brush strokes. 

“The children in these paintings are among the lucky few,” he said, 
adding that the home is ‘run by an overworked couple from Canada 
and the US on a shoestring budget and their prayers’. Hugely over- 
crowded and still growing, each child still gets an education, food, 
shelter and the loving family that they desperately need, he added. 

It’s easy to default to stereotype when we think of orphaned children 
in some parts of Africa, the result of decades of aid campaigns 


and news images revealing the difficulties on the continent. 

What has become troubling in recent years is the desensitisation 
many of us can have, a malaise brought from watching repeated 
imagery of problems overseas. Yet the artist brings together a work 
that feels intimate, and one that highlights children as individuals 
rather than a collective unifying plight. 

Nevertheless, he said, the aim was not to moralise the subjects but 
to allow each viewer to draw their own conclusions to address their 
preconceptions of the often marginalised and undervalued.

London International Animation Film 
Festival, until 5 September. Various 
locations including Rio Cinema, Kingsland 
High Street, E8, on 4 September 

RIO Cinema is to stage the Hackney leg 
of the London International Animation 
Festival (LIAF), the annual platform for 
newcomers and stalwarts from the 
animation film industry. 

Now in its seventh year, the event lines up 
recent productions, archived material from 
around the world and talks from some of 
its creators. 

It is hoped that the roster will inspire 
audiences with the technical and visual 
diversity of the films on offer. 


And the differences in style really can be 
huge from one film to another: compare the 
stop-motion animation of Joseph’s Snails 
(playing at Rio) to computer generated 
blockbuster Toy Story 3, despite both falling 
under the same wide genre. 

Culture writers may look back at these years 
as its second landmark age. Quality output 
has been around for decades, but older 
audiences really only became switched 
on since Pixar and TV shows like The 
Simpsons consistently blurred kids’ and 
grown ups’ entertainment. 

Even the language changed, ‘cartoon’ 
has been replaced by the more cerebral 
‘animated feature', showing just how much 
the rest of the arts has finally embraced the 
medium. All the better for it, I say.

T PTE unusual shape 
and design of the 
Round Chapel is 
striking as you walk 
along Lower Clapton 
Road. Inside it is even 


more impressive. 

The original 
congregation first 
established a church in 
1804. It was a breakaway 
from Ram’s Chapel, 
formed when 
Stephen Ram built 
a private space to 
worship for his family 
and friends on a piece 
of land in Homerton. 

As Protestant 
Christian 

‘nonconformists’ they 
refused to follow the 
governance of the 
Church of England. 
Nonconformist, 


for funds was made. The 
last public service was 
held at the Old Gravel Pit 
Chapel on 23 April 1871, 
and the inaugural service 
at the new Round Chapel 
on 26 April 1871. The final 
cost of the building was 
£21,294. 

Between the 1880s and 
the 1920s, the church 
flourished. In 1886, 
average daily attendance 
was 1,504 and in 1902 it 
was 1,495. The centenary 
of the church was 
celebrated in 1904. 

The church also began 
a range of other activities. 
Young Men’s Meetings 
encouraged local lay 
preachers to evangelise in 
poor districts. A minister’s 
house or ‘manse’ was 
bought, and a scout group 
established. Membership 
of the church rose to 700 in 
1926, but after that began 
a steady decline. 


In 1972, there was 
a merger between the 
Presbyterian Church 
of England and the 
Congregational Church of 
England and Wales. 

This resulted in the 
formation of the United 
Reform Church and the 
chapel became the 
Clapton Park United 
Reform Church. 

But by the 1980s, the 
church was too large for 
the congregation. The 
building was also in serious 
need of repair. Discussions 
were held between the 
United Reform Church, 
English Heritage and 


the Hackney Historic 
Buildings Trust (HHBT), 
a charity responsible 
for the protection and 
conservation of a range of 
buildings in the borough. 

In 1991, the United 
Reform Church handed 
over the Round Chapel 
and ancillary buildings to 
HHBT, which, with the 
help of English Heritage, 
repaired the buildings, 
which are now run as a 
community and arts centre 

The Clapton Park 
United Reform Church 
now operates from the 
old schoolroom buildings 
facing Powerscroft Road.

This recommendation 
was taken forward and 
families can now access 
housing advice at 
many centres.”
